The police authorities 
are convinced tonight that the at- 
tempted assassination of Frick was an 
Anarchist plot that may be as great in 
{ts scope as that for which Spies and 
his companions were hanged. They 
have the names of a number of persons. 
in New York, Long Branch, Hoboken 
and other place whom they think are 
implicated, and telegrams have been 
sent to have them arrested. A number 
of arrests will probably be made here 
tomorrow. 


ANARCHIST BERGMAN. 


He Can Get a Long Sentence—One of His 
Accomplices Arrested. 

PITTSBURGH, July 25.—[By ‘the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Six informations were 
filed against Alexander Bergman. to- 
night by Secretary Lovejoy, of the Car- 
negie company, charging felonious as- 
sault on Frick and Leishman, and en- 
tering the building forthe purpose of 
committing an assault. If Bergman 
gets the limit on these informations he 
will get thirty-three years’ time to re- 
flect. 

Rumors are in circulation that some 
Anarchists have come here from Chi- 
cago, and an attempt will be made to 
pass dynamite to the prisoner. Theau- 
thorities take little stock in the story, 
but will take due precautions. 

This afternoon detectives arrested 
Casper Knold, a workmanat Taylor & 
Dean’s wire mill, on a charge of being 
an accomplice of Bergman. Knold 
says that Bergman came to him on July 
14 with a letter of introduction from 
Herr Most. 
til last Thursaay. On Friday Knold 
met him up town and pointed out the 
Carnegie office to him. Knold claims 


Paul Eckert, who rents rooms to Knold 
and his wife, Was also arrested, but 
soon afterward was released. 

The fact that Bergman presented a 
letter from Most substantiates the lat- 
ter’s claim that heis acquainted with 
the prisoner and reflects upon the 
veracity of Bergman, who asserted last 
night that he never met Most. 

Other arrests are looked for soon. 
Robert ,Sterlula, arrested at Soho for 
expressing an intention of killing Car- 
negie, has been turned over to the 
Charities Bureau as a harmless lunatic. 

Bergman, when told this morning 
that Frick would recover, said: ‘‘Well, 
I’m sorry for that.’? Bergman says he 
was born in St. Petersburg, Russia, and 
educated at one of the leading colleges 
there. When he was told that the peo- 
ple considered his act most cowardly 
and that he had no sympathizers, he re- 
plied: ‘I know the people will be 
with meand am sorry I made a bad 
job of it. I am willing to stand the 
consequences.”’ 

Bergman declared he had no confed- 
erates. He asked for newspapers, and 
said he wanted to see what they said 
about him. 

Later the police searched Knold’s 
house and discovered a large amount of 
anarchistic literature, some of the most 
incendiary description. Among the 
stuff captured were letters from An- 
archists in Chicago, New York, Hobo- 
ken and other places. Knold admitted 
that he had received several letters 
from Most, concerning Bergman. Most 
told him that Bergman was a bad man. 

New York, July 25.—Chief of Police 
O’Mara of Pittsburgh called at head- 
quarters this forenoon and was closeted 
for some time with Chief Inspector.

The Death Rates Terribly Increased—The 
Weather Bureau Says That Lower 
Tomperatures May Be Ex- 
pected Today.

Cuicaco, July 25.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Six deaths from heat pros- 
tration isthe record for today in this’ 
city, bringing the total since Saturday 
night up to fourteen. Up to this even- 
ing at least thirty prostrations were 
reported to the police today and there 
were undoubtedly many more. -Aftera 
sultry night the day opened at 80° 
shortly after sunrise and from that the 
mercury rose to 94° this afternoon. 
What breeze there was, was from the 
south, and it came like a blast from 
furnace. The clang of ambulance be 
told a tale of suffering. Hospital at- 
tendants were busy and many of those 
taken in.today have poor chances of re- 
covery. The prolonged heated spell 
has had a bad effect on people in poor 
health, and those who are confined to 
their houses by illness, and there has 
been a large increase in the death rate. 

Kansas City, July 25,—The hot 
weather continues. The signal service 
thermometer in the coolest place in 
town registered 94°. On the streets 
reliable thermometers registered 100° 
and 102°. Two fatal cases of sunstroke 
are reported. 

Dayton (O.,) July 25.—The intense 
heat was relieved this evening by a 
shower. Many prostrations have oc- 
curred. The mercury yesterday reached 
104°, and today stood at 100° until the 

July 25.—The intense 
heat continues, the mercury ranging 
from 82° at 7 a.m. to 98° this evening. 
Eighteen cases of prostration are re- 
ported. One fatal, and others may die. 

Sr, July 25.—The weather con- 
tinues hot throughout the Northwest 
and Manitoba, butthere are few fatal- 
ities so far. It is believed the effects of 
the heat on crops will be good. , 

Sr. Louis, July 25.—The thermome- 
ter ranged from 96°,to 102° today. 
There were many slight cases of pros- 
tration, but no fatalit 
ported. 

Detrort (Mich.,f "July 25.—The “hot 
weather continues without abatement, 
and there is no promise of relief until 
tomorrow. Several prostrations are 
reported. 

Pirtssures, July 25.—Pittsburgh is 
experiencing a record-breaking spell of 
hot weather.

Furious Flames Sweep Over 
Bay City, Mich, 


Block After Block of Buildings Re- 
duestl to Ashes. 


Three Hundred Dwellings and Forty 
Business Buildings Burned. 


Rumors of Great Loss of Life—One Per- 
son Known to Have Perished—The 
Losses Will Aggregate Over 

$1,000,000,

_ Bay City (Mich.,) July 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The greatest fire 
that ever visited Bay City start2d at 2 
this afternoon in the lumber manufact- 
uring establishment of Miller & Turner, 
on the west side of Water street at the 
foot of Twenty-ninth. A brisk south- 
west wind fanned the flames into a 
roaring conflagration and swept them 
across Water street into the settled dis- 
trict. The east side of Water street 
was built up with stores, hotels, etc., 
nearly all wood, and they burned like 
tinder. The wind increased as the 
flames progressed, and in an hour the 
fire had consumed Miller & Turner’s en- 
tire plant, comprising a sawmill, salt 
works, drv kilns and a large quantity of 
lumber. The flames also traveled three 
blocks eastward, cutting a swath two 
blocks wide. 

At this point the path broadened, and 
block after block was swept over with 
astonishing rapidity. Thousands of men, 
women and children rushed about en- 
gaged in removing furniture and other 
household effects. Every vehicle in the 
city adapted to the purpose was on the 
ground, and the owners charged fabu- 
lous prices for their services. 

At 5 o’clock. fifty blocks had been 
burned over, while twenty more were 
supplying fuel to the fire. Aid came 
from surrounding points and the fire- 
men fought desperately, but with doz- 
ens of streams playing the flames swept 
en, licking up house after house, until 
at 8 o’clock upward of 300 dwellings 
had been destroyed and the fire was 
still sweeping toward the eastern limits 
of the city. 

While a majority of the buildings 
burned belonged to working people, 
many fine residences were consumed. 
Two churches, four hotels and about 
forty stores of all kinds are among the 
other places destroved. 

At 10 p.m. many rumors are afloat 
tively known only one death occurred, 
that of a woman who was. sick in a 
dwelling-house which was a mass of 
flames before assistance could reach her. 
It is also reported, but not confirmed, 
that two children were burned to death. 
Miller & Turner lost about $150,000, 
mostly covered by insurance. The en- 
tire losses will aggregate upward of 
$1,000,000.

Big Stealing “Scheme Unearthed 
on the Santa Fe. 


Agents, Conductors and Brokers Go 
Into a Combine. 


That Cheap California ‘ Passenger 
Rate Heard from Again. 


Some Minor Changes 
Pacific—A Scalper Will for 


Notes. 


A dispatch from Kansas City brings 
some sensational railroad news which 
may be more far-reaching than appears 
at present. An investigation that has 
been in progress in that city for several 
weeks has resulted in the unearthing of 
a monster steal by city passenger agents 
working in collusion with conductors. 

For many months the Santa Fé has 
been satisfied that it was carrying 
many more passengers than it was get- 
ting paid for and was at a loss where to 
locate the leak. The other roads, too, 

felt that they were being systematic- 
ally robbed, but how they could not tell. 

Detective John P. Slough was detailed 
on the case by the Santa fié about five 

weeks ago with an understanding 
among allthe roads that they should 
let Slough work the case alone, as so 

many detectives might excite suspicion. 

In consequence a far-reaching system 

of robbing the railroads has been 

brought to light. When any of the pas- 
senger agents founda man whom they 

thought they could trust, instead of tak- 

ing him to their regular offices and 

selling him a ticket they would fix 

up a deal with some conductor whereby 

the passenger should be carried to his 

destination for abont half price; this 

amount being paid to the conductor on 

the train, who, upon his return, divided 

with the passenger agent. This system 

was originally worked only on the lines 

of the agents involved. Gradually they 

began to exchange business with each 

other and divide profits. They soon 

picked out crooked conductors on other 

roads and took them into the partner- 

ship. Finally the combine came to in- 

clude conductors on every line running 

into Kansas City. At least one broker 

was taken into the deal. As the con- 

ductors were removed from one divis- 

ion.to another the ‘-association’’ in- 

creased, 

Then a new feature was added—that 
of transfers, so to speak—and the ‘‘asso- 
ciation’? secured its regular customers. 
The feature of competition even en- 
tered into the business and the con- 
ductors between here and Chicago and 
St. Louis who would carry the passen- 
gers cheapest got the money. . Today

At Once the Mirror and the Mold of 
Civilization—C. 1, 8.

At the Long Beach Chautauqua As- 
sembly yesterday morning Prof. Ander- 
son devoted the hour of literature to a 
stu¢y of Emerson’s poetry, reading 
some charming bits from the gifted pen 
of the. man whose implicit faith in God_ 
finds expression in such words as “Ail Il 
have seen teaches me to trust the Cre- 
ator for all I have not seen.’’ Today at 
10 a.m. Prof. Anderson will consider 
the poems of Lowell. 

THE MODERN NEWSPAPER. 

Yesterday afternoon Rev. J. H. Gar- 
nett of San José, lectured on ‘‘The 
Modern Daily: at once the Mirror and 
the Mold of Civilization.’’ Hesaid many 
good and true things in his lecture of 
an hour, beginning by referring to the 
civilization of today as within the grip 
ofits press. Inearly ages the tongue 
was sufficient. When Socrates taught 
in the streets of Athens, memory was 
the tablet that gave out through tha 
tongue. As civilization broadened the 
the tongue had to be supplemented with 
type in order to reach the audiences to 
whom men spoke. Of all movements 
of the printing press the miracle and 
marvel is the daily paper. Carlyle 
says ‘‘The true church of England lives 
in the editors of her papers.”’ 

The speaker then explained minutely 
and at some length the process by 
which a metropolitan daily is published, 
from business and mechanicai depart. 
ments to the editorial—a process fa- 
miliar enough to practical newspaper 
people, but often a matter of wonder 
and surprise to the uninitiated. He 
compared the American paper with the 
German and French. The former has 
for its chief feature a leader on its first 
page whose specialty is information, 
It is not a newspaper, but a govern- 
ment institution, trained to write to 
order, and, therefore, can not lead off 
in public opinion. Thecirculation of 
the German daily is small. One of the 
great London dailies has a larger circn- 
lation than all the newspapers of 
Berlin. 

The French daily is a four-page pa- 
per—always. The people will have it 
in. that form. 
was once started, but soon died ont. 
The three characteristics of the French 
newspaper are, first, criticism. It 
criticises everything—a matter left 
largely to monthlies and quarterlies in 
America. A regular feature of the 
French daily is a serial story, and it 


_| publishes artistic and literary gems of 
thought, making a specialty of these. — 


The French newspaper never employs 
newsboys and does not deal in scandal 
in extenso. 


The pride and glory of the American 


Its secular spirit is its leading charac- 
teristic. According to an estimate of 
the principal dalies of leading cities, 
11 percent. of the reading matter is 
concerning crime and criminals and but 
3° per cent. is religious news. Why 
is it? Editors are not fhfidels, report- 
ers are not skeptics, and the readers of 
American dalies are not unfriendly to 
religion. I[t is because church mem- 
bers, so-called religious people, donot 
care forit. They would notread it. It 
is not interesting to them, therefor 
editors are not encouraged to publish 
it. They prefer to read politics to re- 
ligion. 

The American daily is realistic. It 
lacks sentiment, and it is above all 
things sensational. There are two 
‘kinds of sensationalism. One deals 
with actual facts. It pries into the pri- 
vate affairs of the domestic circle and 
tells the naked truth. We anathema- 
tize it, and then go and buy a paper and 
read it. 
ism is exaggeration and distortion. A 
newspaper reporter should be trained 
to his profession the same as a doctor, 
or lawyer, or minister or any other pro- 
fessional. But this is not done, 
Editors send out young, green, ignorant 
‘boys, with no judgment, inadequate ed- 
ucation, and no idea of the fitness of 
things, to practice on the public; and 
they usually begin on the churches and 
preachers. 

The weak points of a daily paper are, 
lack of personal force, lack of a lofty 
moral aim, and the failure to lead in 
initiating reforms. In closing, Mr. 
Garnett offered asa suggestion that a 
syndicate of wealthy men endow a 
newspaper with a half million dollarsin 
the city of San Francisco, and send out 
trained reporters to visit every haunt 
of vice, ferret out the ways of political 
rings, dig out the underground work of 
the saloon power, and hold these up to 
the public. Let this monarch lead in 
the great moral reforms.

A regular meeting of the City Council 
was held yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

Weed. On motion, Trustee McQuilling was 
chosen to act as president pro tem. 

The Committee on Auditing and Finance 
recommended the payment of the following 
bills, which were approved: H. N. Farey 
& Co., printing, $8.50; T. Banbury, street 
contracts, $1119.19. The latter bill was 
approved after a statement was read from 
the City Engineer, certifying that Califor- 
nia street from a front 580 feet west of the 
west line of Orange Grove avenue to the 
east line-of Arroyo Drive has been graded 
to the official grade in a satisfactory man- 
nerin accordance.with the specifications. 
The figures are based on the followink esti- 
mate: 4859.97 cubic vards at 22 cents, 
$1069.19; making fill on Arroyo drive, 
$5U; total, $1119.19. 

J.S. Mills addressed the board in re- 
lation tothe new sidewalk on West Color- 
ado street, asking that provision be made 
for protecting the row of trees west of 
Pasadena avenue. As it now stands the 
<urb line would about strike the,enter of 
the trees, necessitating their ‘removal. 
The Terminal Company asks that the line 
be set back, they being willing to have the 
walk extend two or three feet ow their 
land. The Council expressed its willing- 
ness to agree to this proposition if the rail- 
road company can arrange the matter 
satisfactorily with the contractor. At- 
torney Gibbon of the company, later com- 
pleted the arrangements as desired with
